Sen, J, Wltlltfn PtilbrIgfit, B* 


Ark., campaigning for f@«efre* 
tloft, declared ThwMay that the 
Vietnam war wag "tfts only 
thing that sefldtisly threatens" 
the growffi of life in Arkansas 
and the United state,, 


Fulbrlghf, kicking off a long 


day of political speeches at'the 
annuil Fourth of July picnic at 
Portia, said he hoped the peace 
talks at Paris would be success* 
ful, thus providing him "the 
greatest relief to the greatest 
wof f y I have," 


Three of the four persons 


seeking Fulbright's seat also 
spoke at Portia, while the other, 
Jim Johnson, told a holiday 
audience at Mirrlson that FuU 
bright was the "pin-up boy of 
Hanoi." 


None of the veteran senator's 


opposition has taken his dove's 
stand on the conflict in South- 
east Asia, 


Democrats Poster Johnson of 


Little Rock and Bobby K, Hayes 
of Calco Rock and Republican 
Charles Bernard of Earle all at- 
tacked Fulbright's foreign poll- 
cy. 


Foster Johnson classified Ful- 


bright as one who "Would sell 
the American birthright for po- 
litical affluence," 


He called the Communists a 


tremendous menace to the Unit- 
ed States despite their small 
numbers. Johnson said the rea- 
sons for this were public apathy 
and official blindness, 


Hayes said he had spoken to 


several Arkansans during his 
three-day trip to Vietnam re- 
cently. 


"Those boys weren't on rest 


and recreation," Hayes said. 
"They were wounded for you 
and me." 


Hayes also proposed a $2.50 


an hour minimum wage and 
said he favored Medicare from 
the cradle on up. 


Bernard said, "While our 


young men died for freedom, 
can we afford the time to ques- 
tion why we were there in the 
first place?" 


He quoted Fulbright as say- 


ing two years ago that Red 
China would have such internal 
problems that it wouldn't soon 
be able to develop a device for 
transporting nuclear weapons. ' 


"We read now that Red China 


has developed an ICBM that

He said the federal govern- 


ment has left open avenues for 
supplies to reach Biafra and has 
Offered trucks to move relief 
supplies. "But the rebels say, 
oh, no. What they want is an un- 
conditional cease-fire." 


He blamod Blafra for delays 


in reaching a cease-fire, 


Nigeria seemed to have a 


bright future In 1960 when it 
gained independence from Brit- 
ain. It had an estimated $55-rntl- 
lion people and huge untapped 
resources. But seething tribal 
animosity finally brought the 
country to civil war.

LONDON (AP) - 
Alabama 


lawyer Arthur J, Hanes spent 
about an hour today In Wand, 
sworth Prison, conferring with 
James Earl Ray, the man want- 
ed in Tennessee to stand trial 
for the slaying of Dr, Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr. 


When he came out of the jail 


gate, Hanes said: "He Is feeling 
all right, His health is good, He 
is being well looked after, His 
mental attitude is good, We 
talked of many things," 


Hanes, who said on arrival at 


London Airport earlier today 
that Ray might plead innocent 
through reason of Insanity, was 
asked by a reporter il Ray 
showed any sip of insanity, 


"None," he replied and en> 


phaslzed that the plea of Insani- 
ty was only one of a number 
which might be used. 


But Hanes insisted the man he 


would be seeing was Ramon 
George Sneyd, not James Earl 
Ray as claimed by the U.S. gov- 
ernment and accepted by the 
British court which agreed to 
extradite him last Tuesday, 


Hanes said his client might 


plead Innocent or Innocent by 
reason of Insanity to charges 
brought against him, 


He added; "Of course, he 


may not be extradited. I am not 
certain that he will be." 


Regarding the identity of the 


man wanted in the slaying of 
King, Hanes said: "He is Ra- 
mon George Sneyd as far as 1 
am concerned. This man has 
identified himself as such, I am 
saying that the U.S. government 
and the authorities of Tennessee 
have the burden to prove other« 
wise. 


"It will have no bearing in 


Tennessee 
that the British 


courts say he is James Earl 
Ray,' 


King was assassinated April 4 


in Memphis, Tenn,, and a world- 
wide manhunt began for James 
Earl Ray, 


Ray was arrested at London 


Airport June 8 by Scotland Yar 
agents and accused of using a 
forged Canadian passport in the 
namo of Sneyd and po sessing 
an 
unlicensed gun. Those 


charges are still pending,

you can't always be sure he 
will solve his problem. 


There 
is nothing wrong 


with the North-South bidding. 
South has almost enough to 
open with a forcing two bid 
and can certainly afford to go 
to a slam after North jumps 
to game. 


The slam also is one that 


will make. Unless all three 
trumps show up in one hand 
there is no defense. Even with 
all trumps in one hand, South 
makes 
his contract 
if he 


guesses which opponent will 
hold the queen. 


The play starts with West 


opening his ace of clubs and 
continuing the suit. South is 
in with the king and right 
here is where South should 
take a little time to decide 
whether to lead the ace or a 
low spade. 


An expert would surely lead 


the ace of spades. He would 
note that West had a club 
suit headed by the ace but 
had not got into the bidding 
against vulnerable opponents. 
That might indicate to some 
players that he did not also 
hold the queen of spades but 
to an expert it would indicate 
that West would be most un- 
likely to hold no spades at all.

ease. 


Q—What is the cause of an-

A—I assume that what you 


have is a "pigeon breast/' a 
congenital deformity. If it is 
slight, it will not affect your 


Q—What causes a person's 


chest to feel tight so that it is 
hard to breathe freely? 


A—Barring an acute bron- 


chitis with fever, the most 
frequent cause is nervous ten- 
sion. 


Q—I don't smoke. Can I get 


lung cancer by breathing the 
cigarette smoke in the air? 


A—Since the concentration 


of smoke in the air is never 
high except under conditions 
of extremely poor ventilation

Cities Alone 
Can't Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sev- 


eral of the nation's biggest clt- 
ie 
have gun control laws and 


more cities and towns are con- 
sidering them, But advocates of 
local laws are quick to point out 
they cannot be fully effective 
without Interstate sales restric- 
tions. 


The city council of Washing- 


ton this week gave tentative ap- 
proval to an ordinance requiring 
licensing of pistols, rifles and 
shotguns and permits for car- 
rying them. 


It is similar to one recom- 


mended 
by the Metropolitan 


Washington Council of Govern- 
ments which includes 15 cities 
and counties. 


Several cities, including New 


Haven, Conn, and San Antonio, 
Tex., have indicated their inter- 
est In city gun laws, the Nation- 
al League of Cities says. It 
notes that New York, Chicago 
and Philadelphia already have 
enacted strict gun control laws. 
One has been proposed in St. 
Louis. 


The league lias started work- 


ing on a model gun control ordi- 
nance and plans to meet with 
state attorneys general to draft 
complementary state and local 
laws. 


The executive committee of 


the league last May called for 
federal regulations to keep fire- 
arms out of the hands of those 
likely to rnJsusethem. 


It said that local ordinances 


were relatively ineffective "be- 
cause of the ease with which 
firearms may be acquired in 
other jurisdictions and through 
the malls." 


The omnibus crime control 


bill signed recntly by President 
Johnson bans mail order sales 
of pistols. Both the House and 
Senate 
Judiciary 
committees 


have before them bills that 
would ben the mail order sales 
of rifles and shotguns. 


The President also lias asked 


for a law reqiiring registration 
of weapons and licensing of 
owners. The question of whether 
this proposal should be tacked 
onto the long-gun measure was 
considered by the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee last Thursday, 
but the committee postponed 
any action until next week. 


Statistics on the effectiveness 


of city ordinances are meager, 
and there are arguments about 
the figures that are available. 


In the case of the Philadelphia 


law, enacted in 1965, the March 
issue of the magazine of the 
league, "Nation's Cities," said: 
"Although there's no available 
statistical data to indicate that 
the Jaw lias reduced gun-related 
crime, 
a Philadelphia police 


spokesman said he felt it has 
helped and "has kept guns out 
of the hands of irresponsibles," 


The annual uniform crime re. 


port of the FBI lists homicides 
in the major metropolitan areas 
and the rate per 100,000persons 
but does not say what percent' 
age of the homicides in each 


was by guns. 


New York City, under a strict 


State regulation on liand guns, 
also has a new local law requir- 
ing registration of rifles and 
Shotguns. 


to testimony before Congress 


recently, Mayor John V. I4nd- 
gay of New York said that of 746 
murders in his city last year, 
835, or less than one'third, were 
Committed with firearms. 


In its latest figures, for 1966, 


the FBI said 60 per cent of the 
murders in the United States 
was by firearms. 


Also io testimony before Con* 


gress, Harold W. Classen, presi- 
4est of tiie National Rifle Asso* 
cfetion of America, said that in 
|966, 2.85 per cent of all serious 
grjjne, jjgycjuding robberies, in 
New York City was committed 
WI& toe aid of firearms.

Bayou De View drainage proj- 
ect in Eastern Arkansas began

series of levies to control drain- 
age and eliminate flooding in 
low-lying farmlands of the dis- 
trict. Cost of the project has 
been estimated at $55 million. 


Before stating his support of 


the project, Mayor Clyde An- 
drews of Marianna said he was 
a strong advocate of a balanced 
federal budget. He also said 
that 
economic 
development, 


rather than the war on poverty, 
should be given a high priority. 


Andrews said he 
favored 


block educational grants to the 
slates, with each state educa- 
tional department funnelling the 
funds to local school districts 
for expenditure as they see fit. 


Henry Akins of Wynne, a Ne- 


gro, said the district needed to 
upgrade its quality of education 
to produce a pool of persons 
qualified for employment. 


This would bring in industry 


and jobs, Akins said, thus suf- 
focating poverty. He also said 
he favored enforcement of laws 
with justice and equal oppor- 
tunity for all. 


Jack Files of Hunter said he 


would attempt to plug tax loop- 
holes if elected because "if 
you're 
an honest taxpayer, 


you're paying more than your 
share." Files said millenaries 
weren't paying their share of 
taxes. 


Lee Ward of Jonesboro, an 


unsuccessful candidate for the 
seat in 1966, said the United 
States must eet out of the Viet- 
nam conflict because "Vietnam 
is the chief reason we can't 
turn a spade of dirt on projects 
like Cache River Bayou De 
View." 


Ward said there was no pain- 


less and easy way to get out of 
Vietnam, so the nation should 
bring its "boys and substance" 
home. 


Bill Alexander of Qsceola en* 


dorsed the drainage project and 
watershed projects throughout 
the district. He also pledged to 
work for the farmer, saying he 
favored rigid farm allotments, 
He called his platform one of
